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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14 5 including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR LI 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR LI 14. Applicant's submission filed on 8/3/07 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 7/1 1/07 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: replacing "break-in" with "unscheduled." 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for transferring the boards by the board transfer devices in a sequential 
order, does not reasonably provide enablement for transferring the boards by the board transfer 
devices in a random order. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention commensurate

in scope with these claims. The mounting system is controlled by a controller and a method is 
logically formulated into a computer program. Thus, the system as disclosed in the disclosure 
does not operate without definite aim, direction, rule, or method. No one has invented or 
scientifically created a machine that is controlled by a computer in a random order. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

6. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed invention is inoperative 
and therefore lacks utility. A machine cannot operate without definite aim, direction, rule, or 
method. Since the system as disclosed comprises a controller, it is impossible to load and feed 
the boards in a random order. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 1-5, 8-9, 25, 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Cho et al (US 6,944,943). 

Cho discloses as follows: 
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When the prior art device is the same as a device described in the specification for 
carrying out the claimed method, it can be assumed the device will inherently perform the 
claimed process. In re King, 801 F.2d 1324, 231 USPQ 136 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 

Response to Arguments 
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9. Applicant's arguments filed 7/1 1/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive.
